THE EXTENSION OF SHANGHAL

BISHOP. ON OPIUM. 


‘A PUBLIC BIN. 


py morning the Bishop of Victoria 
in St. John's Cathedral on “ Public 
fF and the Opium Trade.” Teking for 
the verse commencing “If thy right 
& offend thee,” ho asid that-thoro were 
people who questioned. tho ‘morality of 
he Sermon on the Mount. Very few people, 
however, lived up to {ts standard and the 
majority adopted a standard which they 
considered more in accord with their surround- 
ings. -After pointing out the unwisdom of 
lowering tho stacdard his Lordship: asked if 
it were applicable* to national life. Surely 
there could be only one answor to that question. 
Tho wholo Bible, yspecially the Old Testament, 
constantly enforced the duly of righteousness. 
Righteousness, said Solomon, ‘exalteth a nation, 
but sin is a reproach to any people. Proceeding 
he said— to upply these prin- 
ciples to the question’ of the opium trade. 
It is a qnostion which bay been brought 
into considerable prominence this - year 
- both in England and Hongkong, and also 
in other parts of the world, There ory two 
awpects of this (uestion ‘so far ag we are con- 
corned, Thore is tho imperisl aspect, that 
whioh naturally attacts the chief atteation at 
home and whigh should also interest ux bere ax 
being members of (he empire. Then thoro is 
sleo the local aspect, which ought cortainly to 
have ovr careful consideration as affecting the 
public morality of the Colony in which wa live, 
The imperia] question is whothor the Indo- 
Chinese opium trudy should be continued, The 
Jocal question relates to tho mangor in which 
the opium trade should: be conducted in this 
Colony. The two ,quostions are distinct one 
“from the other. Let ‘us therefore treat them 
* wparately, With regartl to tha [ndo-Chinesn 
opinm trade, it will le out of place to ynter 
here info na disenssion of the history of this 
trade in the past or to enquire as to how far it 
is trno that the opium trade was forced on 
China at tho point of the bayonet. It is not of 
the past J wish to xpeak, I confine mynolf now 
to the prevent. ‘Twice within the Inst fifteen 
years the House of Commons hon affirmed its 
~ eonvietion that the [ndo-Chisese opium (rade 
js morally indefensitle and has requested the 
- Goverument to take s{eps for bringing the 
trade to a speedy close, During these fifleon 
yours tho Government bas dons. nothing to 
carry out the moral conviction of the House 
of Commons, chictly. it is stated, because of 
financial reasons. Seventy yesrs ago the House 
of Commons came to the conviction that the 
slave trado was morally indefunyible, and in the 
year 13% the uation paid down twenty millions 
sterling in order to rid itvelf of thet nin, Han 
{he moral sense:of the nation become 6o blunted 
during thé last seventy years that it will not | 
for Gnancial reasons do away with that which it 
confesses to ho wrong? I cau nnderstand, 
though Ldeplere, the woakaess and the iucon- 
‘sistency of the individual who cannot bring 
himaelf to give up somo“sinfnl habit, such for 
inatancé as gumbling. that he koaws te be 
morally indofensible. I know many people 
sympathiaa with the wretched condition of 
hondreds of thousands of Chinese who are 
bound down by the opium curse, who 
deplore tho evil: and the misery which it 
entails upon themselves and upoti ~ others 
bul who cannot summon up moral strength 
to bresk the chuins with which they aro 
held and cast the evil thing away. Only 
last Fobruary a medical friend of mine received 
an invitation to go down toa Chinese village 
to: hotp in curing every opium smoker in 
the village. ‘The whole community had decided 
do got rid of the accursed thing. With the help 
of the doctor all the opima smokers in the 
village, eighty in number, were cured of the 
hobit, and the villoge ellers clearad away every 
vestige of opium, every sign-of an opium shop 
ont of the. place. Wo all kuow that there are 
literally hundreds of thousands—I- believa I 
may say willions—of povply like that, slaves ‘of 
vice longing to be free, but unable to 
break the chains that bind them. With 
such people I can eympathis. Again I.can 
understand, though I cannot sympathise with, 
the cynical attitude of the Singapore opium 
farmer who said with regard to the opium furm 
there “Speaking for my conscience I am dead 
aguinat the opium business but if the 
~ law calls for tenders I will take advantage of 
the law, I will make money by it.” I can 
understand that man’s attitude, for.he know 
nothing of the Sermon on the Mount. I eonfesa

I don't understand the attitudo of a strong and 
wealthy Christian nation which for the kako of 
money persists in this trade which it coofesses 
to be morally indefensible and trioalte cover its 
sin by saying thal poor weak distracted China 
must {ako the initiative {0 stop the agcnraed 
thing. To us, the English nation, the 
question ought not to be what dors China want 
or what will China do? but—Is this trade 
right, or ja it wrong? Tho trade inercases 
the incalenlable misery of millions: of our 
fellows, and tends to a grievous deterioration 
of a noble rece, and is indsed morally indefen- 
sible. I would pray for more grace that our, 
nation should do what is right evon if at the 
cost of plucking it ont- we cut off our right 
hand. Then-with regard. to tho local-quostion, 
the manner in which the opium trade should 
be. conducted -in this Colony, I cannot speak 
stlengih, I would speak with caution. In 
the close relationship in which we are 
necessarily one to another in this small com- 
munity, there is special need to avoid anything 
which might cause pain to those who bold 
office and who aro working for the good 
of the Colony. I do feal that the aflfice 
which 1 bold in the Church of God makes it 
incumbent upon me to plead.as strongly and as 
clearly as I can for the clause of righteousness,

FRENCH (NDO-CHINESE KAILWAY, 

An account of a journey recently made by the 
British Consul, at Hanoi (Mr. TT. F. Carlisle) 
from Hanoi to Yunnanfn, in interesting. Tho 
railway from Yenbai to Laokai was opened to 
public traffic on Ist February, putting thereby 
the frontior of Yunnan into railway com- 
munication with Uniphong, the port of 
VTongking. After reaching Laokai Mr. Curlisto 
proceeded along the Nam Ii valley to Mengtse, 
which is the course followed by the Endo-Chinesa 
railway, ond continued along tho route of tho 
roilway to Yunoanfa. On his rotirn he took 
the ronte vid Manhoo aod the Red River, which 
has been the usial route for travullers betwean 
Vougking and Yunnan. ‘This, ho xays, will 
doubiless be gradually shandoned in favour of 
the Nam ‘Ti route as the railway advanees slong 
the Iatter. The consensus of opinion reema t- 
bo that the line will probably bo completed for 
traffic in thyeo or four years. A closer estimate 
cannot bes given and eveo this depends apon tha

SHANTUNG RAULAWAY. 


The Shantung Railway Company reports that 
in 1005 the traffic showed o sufficient develop. 
ment, while in 1904 there was an average weekly 
truffle of 10,748 pansangers and 4.695 tons of 
goods, for 1905 thera were 15,452 passengers 
and 5.971 tong of goods. In 1903 the total 
traffic amounted to 803,527 ‘passengers (558,868 
in 1904) and to 310,482 tons (179,270). Among 
the goods coal takes the first place with 158,115 
tons in 1905 and 68,921 tons in 1804. Also it 
ony bo mentioned that of agricultural produco 
from the interior, snd as boans, oil, cotton, 
earthenware, atraw plaitings, ote. continually 
largerquantities are transpurted. The financial 
result has been an income of 1,912,296 Mox. 
dollars, against 1,246,047 Mex. dollars for 1904. 
After writing off m.50,000 on stocks, and after 
giving m.300,000 to renewal purposes there 
remains a not profit of m.2,063,572, out of which 
m.103,179 are spplied to special reserve, while 
m. 1,755,000 are distributed as a dividend of 8} 
per cent, on the paid-up sharo capital of

ese seal poachers. It is considered that 
America should pay: ‘compensati n, it the 
Japanese did not olfer resistance. Authorities 
ou International Law clearly state that fishery 
patrols have oo right to kill poachers anless 
they resist them. * 

An enquiry bas eon held in Alaska concerning 
the Japanese poachers, ‘lhe Court secured 
statemonta from tho Japanosa and the proceed- 
ings wore adjourned ‘sexe dir, Cho American 
Government will not allow the Japanese to 
bo” convicted wotil. the facts have been 
fally reported. It is probable thet they 
will ba punished on charges of h.ving entered 
prohibited waters. ‘The authorities concerned 
hold that, the Japanese should not be regarded 
as pirates, The affuir will not cause any public 
excitement, The papers regarded it very 
calmly.. It is probable that the American and 
Japanese Governments will. treat the question 
only as 6 violation of the law by individuals, 
No international trouble will take place. Pre- 
sident Roosevelt, has instracted the patro)’ 
vessels to take measures to prevent seal poaching 
‘on the Alentian islands, The. Japaness Em- 
hassy at Washington hds not mado any repro- 
sentations to the Government concerning the 
matter, Councillor Miyacka bas called at the

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“THE PERIL OF GOOD 
GOVERNMEN'” 


A keon intelligence in the Outlook writes ;-— 
It was o saying of Froudo's that fro peoples 
cannot govern subject-races, The dictum may 
te” variously interpreted. Mr. Bryav. for 
instance, used to ‘take it as moaning that the 
Americans could not govern the Filipinos 
without themselves becoming loss “free.” But 
we prefer to roid. into it o wider and less 
dubious significance than that. Tho conscienon 
of a democracy forbids it to be liberal at home 
and autocratic abroad, 
which is ono of sentiment rather than of 
thought towards treating all politics and 
peoples as so many problems in algebra, to 
be fixed by fixed formulae, The formulae] 
it brings to their solution are the principles, the 
institutions, the political instinct to which it: is 
used and on which it bas thrived at bome. 
Thus the House of Commons, if it were not 
restrained by 8 bappy mixture of ignorance and 
indifference, would govern [odin as though the 
gr-at dependancy were alarger Yorkshire, Thus 
the Americans are ruling. tho Philippines in 
full and almost fanationl accordance with 
“Jeffersonian doctrines.”. Thas the French 
bane their colonial policy on “the principles of 
1780," “ It is because,” said Jules Ferry,“ we 
have believed in the univeryal virtue and almout 
magic property of our laws, of our institutions, 
of our administrative processes, that we havo 
adopted so many frlxs menesures in Algorin;” 
and M. Pau! Leroy-Beantiou not long ago was 
sotirising the national failing, “which consiuty 
in judging African and Asiatic affairs from tho 
sume judicial or administrative point of view us 
if it were a quoetion of Acommune in metropali- 
fan France." The Holy-Alliance marked the 
Idat gasp of proselytising absolutism: bat modern 
detwocracies ars as cealous missionaries and ox 
bent upon forcing all with whom they come in 
contect. to seo things through their own 
xpectacles aa ware ever tha old antoeracies, No 
democracy wiil aver believe that its meat van 
bo another people's poison, or that all nations 
would not prosper equally well on the regimen 
that has chanced to suit itaelf, By following 
out, this theory in Eodia we have produced a 
system of government that is half Libernl and 
half iespotic, too weak to bv cungenial to 
Oriental instincts, too autooratic to. ba al. 
toyether acceptable to Wostern Radicalism, 
We have foisted upon India freedum of the 
press, the right of public meoting and debate, 
the jury system snd. representation on 
municipal councils and we Lave done so not 
because these’ things were wanted in India but 
because we are acoustomed to them in English, 

‘The ultimate justification of our ‘presence, in 
India, as in Egypt and the Maluy States, can 
only lie in our ubility to help our wards to help 
The far-off but constant idea to 
which the peopta af England look forward is 
that ali these depondencies may one day take 
their place as self-governing anits in a great 
Imperial confederation ; and tho tendencies of 
our policies are‘sound or otherwise, just so far 
as they promote or binder progress tothat ideal, 
It would, from this standpoint, bo well worth 
enquiring whether, and if ao how far, our 
democratic innovations in India and Egypt are 
of a kind to encourage a cousciouaneas, it notof 
nationality. at least of some underlying anity 
that nay develop hore after inlo the beginnings 
of an eventual auton my, Bat there is another 
aepect of our position jo .Jndia and, Egypt 
which, expecially after Sir Edward Grey's 
warning, ought just now{o ba omphasised, Wo 
have admittedly bronght the mechanica of 
Empire-making and Empire ruling to a pitch 
of unrivalled perfection. They are adwirably 
dexigued and dispussionately applied. But 
with 9 certain ps chological obtuseness 
we -overrate the effects of our system and 
its material results upon the native mind, 
Qar record, withall its mistakes, is  biilli- 
ant, and, we are rightly, proud of it, but to 
expect from its harvest of lopalty and content. 
mentiamong Indiana and Egyptinaa is to betray 
our racial lack of dramatie sympathy. We have 
imposed peace, wo have established erder ; we 
have dealt out even-handed justice among the 
people under our rule ; wo have increased their 
material proxperity,educatd them, fenced with 
innumerable securities their persons and pro- 


| perty, and preserved to them, with'ns Jittle in-

Tt appears to be the faot that, in apite 
or beowuse of the introduction of domocracy 
into India, the gulf between rulers and ruled 
was never wider than to-day. ‘Tho British 
Raj has at no timo Ruemot in mative eyes to rest 
more obviously on the sword's point ; 
aud sniong those who are engoged in 
the daily work of Indiau administration 
there is ap increasing suspicion that thoir 
fsolation as a ruling racy is every year 
more complet, — he mord wa Anglicise India 
the more alicn we become to her. For the 
decisive porsonal autocracy of the past we huve 
substituted government y system, and those 
who work tho system are more and more 
soparated from tha people by intervening clouds - 
of uative -oificials, ‘They aro tied, morcover, to 
the telegraph at) Simla’ or Calcatte, they sre 
more than ever immersed jn despatch-writing: 
and mere adrinistrati¢e routine; and, with 
Europe brought next door to them by 
steamer and cable, they look npon Endia less ax 
a home than asa temporary workshop. Thot 
does not indeed prevent ‘them from going 
through: the day's task with admirable zeal, re- 
source and kindliness; bat it doca pre- 
venL them from acquiring or caring te 
acquire a rexl knowledge of the native 
wind, and from forming those semipaternal 
relations to tha peoplo of thair district that. 
were the saving olause of the old system, And 
while our own sphere of influence contracts, that 
of native opiuion expands, By teaching ‘thom 
Boglish we have taught them to under- 
stand not ourselves but one another.

All wekave 
done for Egypt, a8 the Foreign Secretary in 
offect reminded us, would avnil nothing if the 
dormant hope of domination that is inatinet in 
Islam were again tobe roused and turned against 
us. It is lamentable, but burdly to be denied, 
thet, the government of Orientals is easier and 
produces, if not loyalty, at any rate more 
eesivity when they are poor, abject and dis. 
fieartonsd than when prosperity has boon imposed 
upon them by on Qocidental administration. 
We are nearing o moral crisis in oar 
Imperial rule, Woe are beginning to seo that 
the eecrot of its success hitherto. may prove 


' 


have thns provided them with anaid tosolidarit 
and therefore to agitation. The railways have 
made intercourse both poasiblo and popular ; the 
native press box stimulated an intellectual 
forment ; Wve are educating more mun, than we 
tan find employ mont for, and thoreby fostering 
discontent:; the spread of manufsotures quickens 
with o-now impulso of mind and spirit afl whom 
if, reaches; and the riso of ‘apan has a. * 
doubtedly stirred the ‘Oriental consciousness 
.with a vision of un-imagined Possibilities. 
These aro largely conditions of our own making 
and having made them we cannot expect thom 
to ond in noullity.. The unrest which nearly 
overythore, both in and ont of India, is begin- 
ning to pervada one relations with the races 
under our guardianship marke tho dawn of a - 
new phasa of Imporial Policy we bave magni- 
ficantly created. There now lies ahead of ua 
the infinitely more delicate and arduous task of 
assimilation,
